O'Brien only 
this morning announced their jnten- 
tion of withdrawing from the house 
during the proceedings of the com- 
mittee on the financial clauses of the 
bill, 

The government is considering its 
position in view of the adverse vote 
in committee, 

The cabinet does not neces-artly 
have to resign and is unlikely to do 
so in face of the international crisis. 

The division was a snap one on the 
financial provisions of the home rule 
bill, 

Sir Frederick Banbury, a Unionist 
member for the city of London, mov- 
ed an amendment providing that the 
total payment from the imperial ex- 
chequer to the Irish parliament 
should not exceed $12,500,000 exclu- 
Sive of the amount received from Irish 
taxation, and having regard te the 
amount saved in the Irish administra- 
tion by the transfer of certain ser- 
Vices to the control of the Irish gov- 
ernment,

tion by members on the ministertal 
side of the house to the financial pro- 
visions of the home rule bill Some
